The Indians kill the year round for 


meat, but the white hunters only go out 
:in the winter, when the hides have a 
fur-like quality ar.d can be converted 
into buffalo robes. 
A skin taken in tho 


summer is only good for leather. 
A 


buffalo hunting ontlit usually consists of 
one or two hunters, two skinners to each 
hunter, two or three teams and wagons, 
a cook, and a stock of ammunition and 
provisions. One man, usually a prac- 
tical hunter, owns the outfit ami pays 
the other men a monthly salary. Ar- 
rived upon the range a dug-out is con- 
structed by cutting an opening in a side 
hill, rooming it with hides or with 
boughs and dirt. This is the homo of 
the party. 
A sheet-iron stove or a lire- 


place of stones and mud warms the 
burrow and a hide serves for a door. 
iThe hunters scour the country on their 


• horses for .signs of the proximity of a 
herd. 
When they discover such signs 


•they do not gallop on, find tho herd, 
'dash among them and kill right and 
heft. That \s the way bull'alo hunting is 
'clone in the pictures in the school geog- 
'raphies, and it is the way tho Indians 


;who are after meat often hunt. Tho 
iwhito man is too smart. 
Ho wants to 


kill as many animals as possible wilh- 
'out stampeding tho herd. 
First ho 


"caches" his horse, concealing him in 
a " cooliti" or gully — (tho right word is 
•the French coulee, but Western usage 
|has corrupted it to coolie). If the butla- 
loes should get wind of the horse tlicy 
.would take tho alarm and make oil'. 
Tho hunter rtien cautiously gets around 
'to leeward of the herd, ."getting their 
.wind," as he says. Then ho approaches 
.very slowly, crawling over tho ground 


;aittl dodging behind hummocks to es- 
cape their notice. If the}' see him he 
lies perfectly still in the grass, which his 
'brown canvas clothing resembles closely 
in color. 
Seeing nothing move tho wary 


animals soon think they were mistaken 
in suspecting the presence of an enemy 
and go on grazing. 


The hunter crawls up a little closer 


and so works forward until ho gets a 
good position, in a depression in the 
ground or behind a little rise, for shoot- 
ing. Then he watches the herd for a 
few minutes, to learn which animal is 
;the leader. Every herd, large or smalt, 
has a captain, who directs its move- 
ments and to whom all turn for guidance 
in moments of danger. The hunter 
'must first kill the leader or he will 
.probably not got more than one or two 
' skins out of tho herd. When the buf- 
falo boss is laid low tho other animals 
gather around him in confusion and 
amazement, undecided what to do.

stricken. Sorue of the bolder animals 
; break away from the group and look 
around fro'm whence the danger comes, 
•but the hunter lies low and ceases firmy 
luntil they return to their dying com- 
panions. Then ho lires away rapidly, 
perhaps getting in a dozen oll'ective 
.shots before tho huddle of animals 
'breaks up and tho beasts begin to run 
•to and fro in a fury of rage and fear. Be- 
fore they find 
a 
new 
leader 
and 


;stampede from tho fatal spot he proba- 
bly "down" twenty or thirty of them. 
He rides back to camp to bring up the 
wagons and the skinners, takes note 
of the direction the herd has pursued, 
and tho next day is on their track again. 
It is not uncommon for a single hunter 
to kill 500 buffalo in a few weeks. 
One 


can see what devastation a few hunting 
parties 
will make in a single month 


among tho few remaining herds. 


The Indian's method of killing bufl'alo 


is much more exciting and spectacular, 
but much less destructive. 
A civil en- 


gineer engaged in the railroad construc- 
tion work, at whoso camp 1 stopped a 
;few nights ago, gave me an account of 
:an Indian hunt ho witnessed from the 
door of his own log cabin one day last 


• winter. 
It was the great annual limit 


'of tho Crows. Thi; Indians had had 
'.their scowls out for weeks in the region 
north of tho Yellowstone, massinp- the 
•Small scattered herds into one largo 
body, by a method similar to that used 
in rounding up cattle. Having got to- 
'gethor a herd of perhaps live thousand, 
they began to push them slowly towards 
the Yellowstone Valley, notstampeding 
the animals, but forming a semi-circles 
of horsemen around nearly twenty miles 
of country and showing themselves here 
and tchero to keep the animals from 
straying off and move them forward in 
tho desired direction. 
Couriers were 
sent to the Crow village, and soon the 
;whole tribe was in motion for a small 
piece of bottom land on the river half 
JBUiTovmdcd by an -amphitheater of hills. 
'Beyond the hill-tops tho squaws, chil- 
dren and old men were stationed, with 
some of the ponies and with red blank- 
ets. The most skillful hunters posted 


• themselves, mounted, by the river side. 
1 About noon the great herd, urged on by 
;the scouts, came thundering down the 
hills into the bottom. Thou the people 
on the hills closed up their lino behind 
them, and the hunters dashed into the 
herd and began the slaughter. 
When- 


ever the animals would stampede to- 
wards tho hills they would "be driven 
back by tho squaws waving the red 
blnnkets. Tho hunters rode to aud fro, 
with wonderful skill evading tho charges 
of the wounded bulls ami carrying on 
the slaughter with little more'trouble 
than they would have had in a drove of 
cattle. AVhon their ponies were exhaust- 
ed they rode up the hills and got fresh 
ones from the squaws. 
After two or 


three hours of this kind of work the 
Chief gave a signal, the lino on the hills 
.opened a gap, and the survivors of the 
'herd were allowed to escape. 
About 


five hundred animals were killed in all. 
Jhe tepees were set up and the village 
feasted for a month, while the squaws 
skinned the dead beasts, tanned the 
hides and dried the meat.—Montana C'ur. 
Philadelphia Times.

Tho idea of a united Islam under 'he 


rule of a single Caliph being a funda- 
mental conception of the Mussulman 
religion, is as old as that religion itself, 
and was, during more than a cenlnry, 
practically realized. 
Under the; early 


Caliphs Islam was not moivly an ab- 
stract religions system but a. highly or- 
"•ani/.cd social and political community, 
with a monarchical form of government 
which rapidly developed into an unlim- 
ited despotism. The known world was 
divided into two parts, tho Darn 'I Is- 
lam and the Darn '1 Harb—the land of 
tin; faithful and the land of the infidel — 
and throughout the whole extent ot! tho 
former tho Caliphexereiscd uncontrolled 
temporal a nil spiritual authority. Such 
was the caliphate of the Ommayadcs, 
with Damacus as its capital. 
With tho 


fall of that dynasty, about 120 years after 
the death of the prophet, the political 
unity of Islam came to an end. When 
the Abbassidos seized the supreme pow- 
er and removed the seat of govern- 
ment to Bagdad, the Moors of Spain, 
refusing to recognize the usurpation, 
eleiMatl a Caliph of their own from 
among the survivors of the dethroned 
dynasty, and at a later period a third 
independent caliphate was formed in 
Egypt by the so-called Vatimitc dynasty. 
Thus tlfc Mussulman world was split 
into three parts, and since Hint moment 
it has never been politically reunited. 
The Western and Egyptian caliphates 
passed through many crises and linally 
perished, but the Eastern Caliphs could 
not profit by the weakness and disasters 
of their rivals. They were in fact no 
tonger Caliphs in tho old sense of tho 
term. 
Ambitious provincial govern- 


ments and insubordinate Tartar chief- 
tains Ixul created for themselves and 
their 
descendants 
semi-independent 


sovereignties, and the 
little central 


authority that remained 
was wield- 


ed' by " a band of 
I'nutorians, 
or 


by a Vizier resembling the Mayor of the 
palace in the Frankisii monarchy. As 
successors of tho prophet, the Caliphs 
continued to enjoy popular veneration, 
and their names were regularly re cited 
every Friday in the mosques; but they 
had lost all real power, and their chief 
political functions consisted in legalizing 
successful usurpation by performing the 
ceremony of investiture for those who 
had made themselves practically inde- 
pendent rulers. 
The caliphate had be- 


come, in fact, a loose confederation of 
practically independent States under 
tnc nominal sovereignty of a spiritual 
head, and might be compared in some 
respects to medueval Christendom un- 
der tho spiritual sovereignty of the 
Pope. 
In this etherealized form it has 


continued to survive to the present 
day. Extinguished in Bagdad by tho 
great Tartar invasion of the thirteenth 
century, it was revived immediately 
afterward in Egypt. 
A mysterious in- 


dividual, professing to be an Abbassido 
who had escaped tho massacre of his 
family in Bagdad, appeared in Cairo 
and declared himself to be the legiti- 
mate representative of the venerated 
dynasty. 
The Mameluke Sultan of the 


time, perceiving the advantages of hav- 
ing a Caliph of his own, caused the 
stranger to be recognized by the Ulcma. 
and thus began a now series of puppet 
Caliphs, calling themselves Abbassidcs, 
which lasted for more than two centu- 
'ries and a 
half 
(1250-1517). 
When 


Egypt was conquered by the Turks in 
1517, the Sultan Sclim made the puppet 
Caliph of tho moment cede to him his 
caliphate rights, and ever since that 
time the Ottoman Sultans, who have no 
pretensions to being descendants of tho 
Prophet, have had the title of Caliph.— 
Constantinople Cor. London Times.

-when you put on a plug hat the hoodlum 
and the elements are agijinst you. 


Wo woro a plug hat hero one whole 


day once. It was not a very largo or 
heavy hat, but before night it" seemed to 
weigh a ton, and it felt as large as a bass 
drum. 


The air of Wyoming, when it is pretty 


well, will wear out a plug hat in about 
two hours, and leave it looking liko a 
joint of iron stove pipe. 
When the 


atmosphere is full of geological speci- 
mens and blossom rock and deceased 
torn cats, it is not a good time to wear 
the plug hat. 
At the first sigh of the 


wind the hat gets fuzzy liko the corset 
of a bumble bee. 
Then some more little

Fifty Thousand Congressmen. 


The British Parliament, which legis- 


lates for a much smaller territory than 
that of soaio ' f our States, consists of 
between six livumrod und seven hundred 
members. 
If the ITnitod States had the 


same basis of territorial representation 
our House of Ui'pr,s.jnlaiives would 
have not less tluui o'.l.OllO members. 
In 


many respects this would be a very great 
advantage. Fifty thousand Congressmen 
would mean the introduction of about 
5,000,000 
bills every session, which 


would be a iiingiiilicuiit thing for tho 
paper manufacturers and the printers. 
Old rags would probably bring $10 a 
pound, paper mills would be started on. 
every other block, and printers would bo 
paid a thousand dollttrs for every one 
thousand "ems." 
Tho 
Government 


Printing Oilico at Washington would 
have to be extended beyond the boun- 
daries of the District of Columbia, over 
lialf the State of Maryland. This would 
improve real estate in that section im- 
mensely. Then the Capitol would have 
to be built beyond the Potomac into Vir- 
ginia, thereby helping scores and scores 
of industries ami developing thousands 
of mnrblo quarries which are now idle 
and unproductive. But these are not 
tho only benefits that would follow tho 
enlargement of Congress. 
As five mem- 


bers are on an average sufficient to run 
a first-class saloon, there would be room 
for ten thousand additional establish- 
ments of this kind in Washington. 
The 


only interest that we can think of that 
the addition would not help is religion. 
It would be entirelyjinnecessnry to en- 
largo the churches. 


But these advantages are purely local 


and should not bo taken into considera- 
tion in deciding the question. 
There 


are, however, controlling national reasons 
in favor of the proposition, of which wo 
should not lose sight. If Congress con- 
sisted of 50,000 members, every member 
would, of course, insist upon the right 
of enlightening his colleagues and con- 
stituents on every question that might 
arise. Fifty thousand speeches would,

agreement to fullfil its provisions. 


When questioned under what authori- 


ty ho was acting, Mr. Bates replied that

The aldermamo 
terms of Messrs, Davios and Church ex- 
pired two years ago, yet they wero sought 
out by Mr. Bates last night and their 
signatures obtained to the above request, 
Dr. Kobinson refusing to sign it. 


Marshal Hogan was instructed to or- 


der tho men to desist from work, and did 
so this morning shortly after 9 o'clock. 
Tho workmen were then engaged erect- 
ing a pole at the corner ot Main aud Mil- 
waukee streets, and promptly obeyed 
the officer. Mr. Bates soon afterward ap- 
peared and ordered thorn to continue and 
not pay any attention to a verbal notice. 


A complaint was then filed before Jus-

A similar warrant was issued for the 


arrest of Henry Miller, August Sholts, 
August Butzloff aud Christ.

Armed with these Marshal Hogan left 
the court room and soon afterwards ap- 
peared with Mr. Bates aud the workmen 
as prisoners. 


They all pleaded not guilty, and the 


oases of the workmen were continued to 
to-morrow morning, Dr. Henry Palmer 
going their surety in the sum of $100 
each. The case against Mr. Bates wins 
set for 2 o'clock this afternoon. 


•rriH MATCH'S .STATEMENT. 


Mayor Croft, in answer to questions, 


made the following statement : "If the 


' company had acted moderately in tho 


matter the council would most probably 
have complied with any request they 
might have made, but without asking the 
city to re-consider their action, the tele- 
phone company go to work, completely 
ignoring the 
municipal government.

was not any too stringent ta protect tho 
rights of tho city. We did not propose 
to invest a corporation with unrestrained 
authority, and It is most likely the next 
meeting of the council would have by a 
two thirds voto, struck out tho clause 
providing for two free telephones for the 
city's use, if that was the insuperable ob- 
jection. As it is, tho council Iras been 
insultingly disregarded aud if tho com- 
pany wish to tost the question, we nro 
perfectly willing to give them the oppor- 
tunity. 


TrrnciTY ATTORNEY. 


City Attorney E. M. Hyzer, said: 
"The order of 1830 which is quoted as 


antbtirity by tho telephone company has 
no legal existence and of course iuell'ea- 
tive. 


The council never ratified the action 


ot the judiciary committee as that com- 
mittee never made any report to tho 
council. 
Tho original company built 


their wires and established an exchange 
on the authority simply of n committee 
of the council, who could not grant such 
a privilege. Tho action ot tho committee 
was 
not 
legalized 
by 
signatures 


of tho members, and the fuet that two 
private citizens, whoso terms of office ex- 
pired two years ago, come now and ailix 
their names to a document purporting to 
bo a committee.report, -is farcical in the 
extreme. The Telephone company aro 
proceeding without the shadow of au- 
thority, and the old company '.existed on- 
ly through suU'erauce.'-'

of the improved telephone service, and 
who a day since were frco in their de- 
nunciations of the council's action, to-day 
agree that the company had gone too 
far.

prevailed, that the city was right iu re- 
taining a supervisory control of tho poles 
and wires. 


The turn affairs has taken will doubt- 


less prove unfortunate to tho public, as it 
will operate to the detriment of tho tele- 
phonic service,' nnd possibly cause tho 
company to withdraw from Jauesville. 
On tho other hand the city council resent 
the violence done to their oHicial charac- 
ter, and it was currently reported that all 
orders relating to the subject will bo re- 
voked.
